It will be 
seen, on reference to an article in another column, in which we have 
embodied the particulars, that the Spanish Government have suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a considerable advance on the last contract, 
which was taken by M. Roruscuico at 60 dollars per quintal, 
while the present is $1) dollars. We apprehend that the increase 
in the price will have a serious effect on foreign mines, where so 
vast a quantity is used in the process of amalgamation, noticed in 
our last. Indeen, this has been, in some degree, manifested in the 
market price--quicksilver being now quoted 4s. Gd. per Ib. This, 
although not a correspondent iacrease with that which has taken 
place in the terms of the contract, is, in some measure, to be ac- 
counted for by the heavy stock said to be in che hands of M. 
Rotuscuite, which would have a tendency to keep down the 
price. There are some curious rumours afloat and surmises as to 
| the nature of the contract entered into, and how far M. Rorus- 
CHILD is interested or otherwise. Of one thing there can be no 
doubt, which is, that any advance which may take place in the price 
of the article, mast give to M. Roruscuttn a considerable profit 
on the stock now in hand, and so far, at least, he is interested in 
peneens up the price, which has been fully effected by the terms of 
the late contract entered into with the Spanish Government.

The entire quantity of quicksilver obtained from the mines of 
Almaden is about 22,000 quintals per annum, +o that the Mexican 
mines alone absorb a quantity equal to two-thirds of the produce. 
With reference to the price at which this indispensable article is 
furnmhed, some idea may be formed of the ruinous consequences 
likely to attend the Mexican mines, when ut is consulered that the 
price un tand has riven from is. Od. per ib. to 4s. 6d., and thas 
in Mexico the price has lately ranged from 125 to 150 dollars the 
quintal (antecedent to the late contract), which, im 1924, was sup- 
pled at 40 dollars—the advance being upwards of 200 per cent., 
and which will now, doubtless, be further increased. We have
